Now that integration of B.C. Electric 
and Blue Line transportation routes is 
in operation, we wish to explain that the 
service at present being provided is 
solely on a temporary basis and that, 
because of circumstances beyond our 
control, it must remain so until the 
Transportation Franchise for Greater 
Victoria has been finally settled. 


This means that B.C. Electric can make 
no definite plans, at the moment, to seek 
additional equipment, even if this were 
immediately available, to supplement 
the overall service because it is impos- 
sible to forecast what may be required 
in this respect until the Franchise Agree- * 
ment has been definitely finalized.
